2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The brief 
description is missing for Figures 2A, 2B, 3A, 3B, 4A, 4B, 5A and 5B. Each figure must 
have a brief description. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants are advised that the claim for an expansion mechanism with only a 
forth protection plate, an expansion plate and a lifting mechanism is not 
considered to set forth sufficient structure to effect the function "wherein, when 
said front protective plate... and wherein, ...said front protective plate", claimed 
at the end of claims 1 and 1 1 , thereby rendering the claims functional and 
incomplete. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Saling '617. 

Note the strip of flexible material at 18 connected to frames 10 and 16 which expand as 
shown in Figure 5 and contract as shown in Figure 4. Member 20 defines the 
expansion plate and member 23 defines the front plate with member 30 defining the 
lifting mechanism. Note that when the pin 26 is withdrawn the plates are not in contact 
at an intermediate position. 
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6. Claims 1-6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Nechaushtan '094 in view of Saling '617. 

In the embodiment in Figure 9-1 1 Nechaushtan shows and expandable case with 
two frame sections 82, 86. Member 96 defines the protective plate portion while 
member 84 defines the expansion plate portion. The screw attachment with 
member 94 may be considered to be the lifting mechanism. Note that the shape 
of the members is trapezoidal as claimed. To have provided a flexible strip to 
seal the frames would have been obvious in view of the teaching by Saling. Note 
that the friction engagement between plates is what secures them as the screws 
are tightened. Such frictional engagement is considered to permit the case 
portions to contract without damage to the parts as claimed depending on how 
much the screws are tightened. Such frictional engagement as taught by 
Nechaushtan provides the pinching or stoppering action claimed. 

7. Claims 1 and 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Payntar '278 in view of Saling '617. 

Note the frames a and a* to which the expansion mechanism shown in Figure 2 is 
attached. Member g3 defines the lifting with a pin g in a slot. Member b defines 
the tabs of the protective plate and members i define the cutouts in the 
expansion plate. The slope of b and I are considered to permit the frames to 
contract freely. Members e' and h provide for resilience of the plate. So have - 
sealed the frames with a flexible strip and provided the case with a cover in the 
manner taught by Saling would have been obvious. 
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8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mistro, Spitz, Doppelt, Hilbert, Wang et al, Styll, Ambasz, 
Winning, Bodwell, Jr., Palica, Kim and Wilkinson show expandable cases. Castelli 
shows an expansion device.
